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House of Worship 
Marion Church Renovations Complete 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

After confining worship to their smaller chapel 
for the past six months, the roughly 350 active parishio- 
ners at St. Gabriel's Church in Marion are now enjoying 
services in their newly-renovated church on Front Street. 
Although there are still a few minor things pending to 
complete the estimated $620,000 major fund-raising effort, 
Reverend Robert W. Woodroofe III said he was pleased 
with the beauty and quality of the work accomplished, 
and he feels the parish has been "blessed and fortunate" 
to see the project to its fruition. 

"We had grander plans initially," Reverend 
Woodroofe said, "but we really couldn't afford to do 
everything (right now)." 

The project started nearly five years ago in 1998, 
when many parishioners began to see that a renovation to 
the major worship space at St. Gabriel's Church was 
becoming a necessity. The church, built in 1968, had begun 
to show signs of aging: mildew problems in the space 
were becoming persistent; level changes around the altar 
and communion rail were causing safety issues; and

visual and sound distractions inside the room detracted 
from the service. With the accumulation of memorial gifts 
given over time to the church as a stimulus, the dream of 
renovating the church looked like it could become a 
reality. But first there was a lot of work to be done. 

The Vestry, the leadership team for St. Gabriel's 
Church, hired Carol Nelson, an architect consultant from 
New Bedford, who got the group thinking about liturgical 
issues for the space. An Interior Committee of parishio- 
ners was named including Chairmen Ted Babbitt and 
Posy See, and members Eileen Caron, Peter Dean, Cindy 
Harlow, Bonnie Sorterup, and Suzy Titus. The group 
immersed themselves in the history of the church archi- 
tecture and its influence and involvement in the liturgy. 
After many meetings and wonderful input from the 
church community, initial drawings were completed by 
architects Larry Bauer, Greg Colling and Andrew Pearson. 

With drawings for a beautiful, safe, and func- 
tional space in hand, the Interior Committee and archi- 
tects developed some working budget numbers to see if 
the dollar amount was within the church's reach. With the 
help of a feasibility study, the committee realized that 
about half the dollar amount required for the renovation 
could successfully be raised. More modest goals and 
design changes were made and submitted to parishioners. 
Through the efforts of a capital funds campaign, the 
money was raised. The wooden pews were taken out of 
the church and carefully cleaned, restored and shortened 
by a dedicated crew of parishioners under the direction of 
Senior Warden Dan McGaffey. Some welcome news to the 
project was the donation of a new Allen digital organ by 
the Dean family of Marion. 

The space has a new arrangement of windows 
and pews, while vibrant wall paint and oak paneling have 
warmed the church. The communion rail has been 
moved; the different levels have been removed; and the 
lighting and sound systems have been improved. A new 
ventilation system and better drainage will eliminate the 
mildew problem, thanks to work done by contractors R.P 
Valois and Company of New Bedford.

percent of his budget — has been spent already. A $3,500 
repair cost on the department's thermo-camera and the 
$2,900 cost to add high rise equipment to the three trucks 
were unforeseen expenses. Ms. Adams suggested that 
Chief Scott submit copies of said expenses to the Finance 
Committee (FinCom).

Board of Appeals (ZBA) advising that on December 3 the 
ZBA recorded their decision upon a Comprehensive 
Permit Application filed by Bay Watch Realty Trust. An 
appeal of the decision can be filed within 20 days. 

Police Chief Lincoln Miller sent a memo advising 
the board that after reviewing the request for a street light 
installation in the area of 22 Point Road, he found "no 
public safety issue that would warrant approval of such a 
request." 

The board next met with Shellfish Officer Kevin 
Snow to discuss a proposed increase in recreational 
shellfishing permit fees for 2003.

"I'm not in favor of raising fees 
just for the sake of raising fees ... but this will keep us in 
line with the other area towns." 

Mr. Snow proposed raising the residential recre- 
ational shellfishing permit fee from $20 to $25 and the 
non-residential fee from $100 to $120. Comparatively 
Wareham charges $30 for residents; Bourne $25; 
Mattapoisett $25; and Fairhaven $22. All these towns also

charge $120 for non-residential permits, save for 
Fairhaven which charges $125. 

"I think we are collecting fees and recovering our 
expenses," Chairman Bryant said. 

"The two things we generally look at are covering 
our costs and the comparable fees in the area," Ms. 
Enroth- Whitlock said. "Based on those criteria, it seems 
logical to increase the (shellfish permit) fees." 

"We have a resource here in town (with) our 
shellfishing beds," Chairman Bryant said. "It's not a big 
economic base ... but it's still a resource for our town." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
approve the fee structure increase as proposed by Mr. 
Snow. 

Mr. Snow also asked the board to consider an 
amendment to the town's Shellfish Regulations to pro- 
hibit "the culling (high-grading, low-grading) of quahogs, 
other than for the purposes of measuring and immedi- 
ately returning undersized (seed) quahogs to the water 
between December 1 and April 1." 

Mr. Snow explained this would cut back on many 
top-neck, cherrystone and chowder quahogs being 
thrown back by recreational shellfishers, specifically in the 
Wings Cove area. "While this does leave the quahogs 
exposed to predators for a period during the warmer 
months, it is particularly detrimental to the animals 
during the winter months when they are dormant," Mr. 
Snow wrote in a memo to the board. 

The board members felt the regulation change

mously voted to approve it for that time. 

Sarah Gulecas of Zora Road next sent a letter to 
the board requesting a $25 abatement for a charge on her 
water bill.

6:30 pm by Chairman Patricia Ryan. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, and Selectman Richard Nunes. 
Neither Town Administrator James Huntoon nor Admin- 
istrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere were present for 
the meeting. 

The board first met in Executive Session with 
members of the Finance Committee (FinCom) to discuss 
the potential purchase of two acres of land being offered 
for sale by David Grant. Returning to Open Session at 6:56 
pm, the board advised that they were not ready to render 
a decision in this matter since they were still awaiting 
three independent appraisals of the property in question. 

The board next discussed the proposed street 
naming of "Bindas Lane," currently known as Al's Way. 
The board unanimously signed and approved the street 
naming as suggested. 

The board next unanimously voted to pay an 
invoice of $7,122.88 from Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, 
Crotty and Deshaies, LLP, which was held over from last 
week. At the time, the board had requested certain 
department heads to sign off on their individual expenses 
before paying the total amount. "We can't be hand- 
holders," Chairman Ryan said. "Some choose to sign off 
(on the bill), some don't." 

At 7:05 pm the board again met with members of 
the FinCom and the Plumb Memorial Library Board of 
Trustees to discuss what steps need to be taken to fund a 
proposed expansion of the library which was turned 
down at a recent Special Town Meeting. The Trustees 
were seeking support and advice from the Selectmen and 
FinCom in making the project more palatable to Town 
Meeting voters. 

Library Trustee Robin Roderick noted that the 
Board of Library Commissioners has agreed to extend 
Rochester's matching grant award for another six months, 
which gives them a year — by November 7, 2003 — to 
come up with matching funds. 

"We want to go back to the architect and ask them 
to scale the project down," said Library Director Lucy 
Loomis. "The other option is to pursue a band-aid ap- 
proach and scale (the project) way back. I think what the 
Trustees are interested in doing is seeing what the archi- 
tects could do (on a smaller scale). (But) we wanted to talk

about that with you, because in order to go ahead, we're 
really going to need the support of both boards." 

FinCom Chairman Michael Costa said that would 
depend on how much the project is scaled down — are 
the Trustees considering a five percent reduction in cost, 
or a 50 percent reduction from the previous proposal? 

Ms. Loomis didn't think the project could feasibly 
be scaled back to that extent. "We're still going to have to 
meet the state's 20-year requirements" to be eligible for 
the grant, she said. 

"We were hoping if we could bring that number 
under $2 million ... would that be reasonable to bring back 
to (Town Meeting)?" asked Ms. Roderick. 

FinCom member Michael Bare said the problem 
with accepting funding from the state is that such grants 
come with "so many strings attached," thereby leaving 
taxpayers to bear the remainder of the burden. "I think 
realistically, at this time, $1 million is all you can ask the 
voters for," he said. 

"Should you pursue fund-raising and try it again? 
Yes," Chairman Ryan said. "It's a lot of work and it may 
not pass. But you've worked so hard for this long, I would 
encourage you to continue." 

Despite this encouragement, however, Chairman 
Ryan did caution that budgetary constraints will continue 
next year. "We don't know what will be available in Free 
Cash," she said. "If we can look at different ways of trying 
to get from Point A to Point B, then maybe there is some- 
thing workable. But I can't answer for the 4,000 people 
out there." 

Both Ms. Loomis and Ms. Roderick wanted to 
know, on behalf of the Trustees, if they could count on 
support from the Selectmen and FinCom in presenting the 
project again at a future Town Meeting. 

"I can't say today that I'm going to support what 
you're going to propose, because I don't know what

you're going to propose," Chairman Ryan said. "The 
schools are going to say 'We want more of the pie.' Well, 
everybody wants more of the pie, but if the pie is only so 
big, there's not enough to go around. I can sit here and 
say I support the concept right now. I think you're putting 
in a good-faith effort." 

"The School Department is planning to work on a 
feasibility study to expand the school," Selectman Parker 
added. "I would say if you're going up against the 
schools, you're going to lose." 

"A $1 million project won't fly," Selectman Nunes 
added. "Everybody is competing for dollars ... maybe 
you'll have to forgo the state funding and get some 
moderate funding for the building. Expansion might be 
possible, but it has to be moderate. I would look at it well 
below $1 million." 

Selectman Parker also suggested the proposal 
should present the library to serve its current needs and 
not posit it as a "community center" as a means streamlin- 
ing the expense. 

"The two things I hear from people is that the 
project is too expensive and too big," Mr. Costa said. 
"People are hearing about the schools (and) ORR hasn't 
hit the tax rate yet. There are a lot of irons in the fires right 
now." 

"I think you're fighting an uphill battle (but) I 
can't give you an honest reason why," Chairman Ryan 
said. "Maybe if there was nothing else going on in town 
(and) with the proper hype ... you'd fare better. I think the 
Board of Trustees needs to make a decision as to how hard 
they want to fight. It depends on how much you want to 
take a chance ... everything you do is a gamble." 

"I wouldn't have the architect rework the plan 
unless you can pull a substantial amount of money out of 
it," Mr. Costa offered. "If people said it's too big (before), 
you need to have a substantial reduction in size. If it's too

Wrap It Right for Holidays 

Each year, more packages are sent through the 
mail during the holiday season than any other period. 
Careless packaging can cause some to arrive in poor 
condition. The U.S. Postal Service offers the following 
packaging tips to help holiday parcels arrive on time and 
in one piece: 

• Choose a container with care. Whether it's a box, 
tube or padded envelope, make sure the container is 
sturdy enough to handle its contents. If a container is 
reused, make sure it hasn't already made one too many 
trips to go the distance. If you don't have a container you 
can trust, check the local post office for packaging prod- 
ucts designed for safe delivery. 

• Package parcels properly. Make sure to cushion 
the contents well. Using polystyreme "peanuts" or bubble 
wrap will prevent damage to the package's contents. 
Shredded or rolled newspaper or unbuffered popcorn 
also can be used as cushioning material. 

Once a parcel is packaged, seal it tightly with 
reinforced tape. Masking and transparent tapes are not 
sturdy enough to do the job. Check your Post Office,

• Pay attention to addressing. Write the complete 
address clearly on the outside of the package. What 
constitutes a complete address? The recipient's name, 
street address (including apartment number), city, state, 
and correct ZIP Code are all needed to ensure a problem- 
free delivery. Carefully print the address and don't use a 
pen with water-soluble ink, just in case the package runs 
into wet weather somewhere along the way. If the pack- 
age is fragile, mark it so. Make sure to include a return

TICK SEASON 

Both my cat and dog are coming into the house with lots of 
ticks. I thought that the ticks would disappear noiv that fall 
is here. 

Unfortunately, ticks like cool weather. Tick season 
peaks in spring and fall however some ticks can be 
found in summer and in the winter if the temperature 
is mild. 

So what can I do to protect my pet from all of these ticks? 
The two main products available that are effective 
against ticks are Frontline for use on dogs and cats and 
Preventic collars for dogs. Both are available through 
your veterinarian. 

What diseases can these ticks transmit? 
Dogs are susceptible to Lyme Disease and Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever while cats may develop 
Hemobartinella or feline infectious anemia.

• Mail the package on time. No matter how well it's 
wrapped, it's just not the same if a gift is late.

Marconi Centennial Celebration 

A cell phone call from a friend. A beeper message 
from the boss. Justin Timberlake on the radio. 24-7 news 
on CNN. Each is an everyday "wireless" event in our 
lives, usually unworthy of a second thought. 

But what if the radio revolution had not oc- 
curred? What if Guglielmo Marconi had not lit the spark 
of global communication on the cold and windswept cliffs 
of Cape Cod a century ago? How would we communicate 
today? Would wires still tether us? 

The National Park Service at the Cape Cod 
National Seashore will celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
Marconi's first transatlantic, wireless broadcast from the 
U.S. on January 18 with a daylong series of public events 
designed to showcase the historic and pioneering nature 
of the event. 

"What happened January 18, 1903 at today's 
Marconi site in South Wellfleet changed people's lives 
forever," said Superintendent Maria Burks. "Its historical 
significance rivals the Wright Brothers' first flight."

Using four wooden transmission towers erected 



on a steep cliff overlooking the rolling Atlantic, the 28- 
year-old, Italian-born inventor set out to prove in 1903 
that man could communicate across a vast distance 
without the wire-based technology of the 19th Century 
telegraph. 

Michael E. Whatley recounted the momentous 
night in his 1987 publication, Marconi - Wireless on Cape 
Cod: "The air was literally charged with high voltage. 
Finally, Marconi went over to the wireless telegraph key. 
Within four minutes it was done. The message had been 
tapped out, and transatlantic radio communication 
between the U.S. and Europe was no longer an experi- 
ment; it was a reality."

read the message signed by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. "In taking advantage of the wonderful triumph 
of scientific research and ingenuity which has been 
achieved in perfecting a system of wireless telegraphy I 
extend on behalf of the American people most cordial 
greetings and good wishes to you and all the people of 
the British Empire." 

Later that night came the King's response to 
Roosevelt: "I thank you most sincerely for the kind 
message which I have just received from you, through 
Marconi's transatlantic wireless telegraphy." 

Whatley wrote: "The triumph was Marconi's 
alone, and the publicity (was) astounding." The messages 
appeared on the front pages of The Neiv York Times and 
The Boston Globe, and congratulatory telegrams "kept the 
Cape Cod (radio) operators in turmoil." 
The Legacy 

In the ensuing years, as radio, TV and space 
communication thrived, the old Marconi station was 
dismantled, and the site fell into disuse. The ocean ate 
away at the cliffs where the towers stood. In the 60s and 
70s, the National Park Service restored the venue as the 
Seashore's Marconi Site, salvaging remnants of a tower's 
base and erecting an exhibit shelter and viewing plat- 
forms. 

Now, the Park Service and the Seashore are 
preparing to celebrate the achievement of the man who 
was honored in 1909 with the Nobel Prize and who, when 
he died in 1937, was honored the world over by two 
minutes of radio silence.

Tree Sale to Benefit ALS 

Dick and Vivian Douglass of Fairhaven, together 
with their family and friends, will continue their unique 
approach to fighting a family member's recent diagnosis 
of ALS, a fatal neurodegenerative disease, commonly 
known as "Lou Gehrig's Disease." On Saturday and 
Sunday, December 7 and 8 from 9:00 am to 4:00 pm, the 
Douglass family will be selling Christmas Trees from their 
farm located on Sconticut Neck Road at the West Island 
turnoff . All proceeds from trees purchased will support 
ALS Therapy Development Foundation (ALS-TDF), an 
organization dedicated to developing treatments and a 
cure for ALS patients alive today. All trees are $30 — 
choose the one you like and they will cut it or you can do 
it yourself. Live trees will also be available, but you will 
need to supply own shovel and tree transport materials. 

ALS-TDF was started in March of 1999 by James 
Heywood of Newton, whose brother, Stephen, then 29, 
was diagnosed with ALS, a neurodegenerative disease 
that progressively paralyzes the victim as the motor 
neurons in the spine die. There is no known cause or cure. 
A "nonprofit biotechnology company," ALS-TDF's unique 
focus on developing concrete therapies for patients 
presently suffering from ALS has sparked enthusiasm and 
support among researchers and given hope to thousands 
living with the disease. The work of the foundation was 
featured on 60 Minutes II, and has been the focus of 
articles in The Neiv Yorker magazine, The Boston Globe, The 
Wall Street Journal, and Los Angeles Times, among others. 

Expressing his gratitude for the Christmas Tree 
sale, Mr. Heywood said: "This is a great way to help ALS- 
TDF and move forward the work we are doing for all ALS 
patients.

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Space Odyssey

Solaris. Starring George ClooneyandNataschaMcElhone. 
Directed by Steven Soderbergh. Running time: 98 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

There are spaceships, but we hardly ever see them in flight. There 
are no villains, scarcely even any heroes. The few love scenes are 
haunted by guilt and loss. There are no narrative beats — they're closer 
to gentle taps — and it ends with ... well, how the hell does it end? Let 
there be no doubt: Solaris is far and away the most unusual movie to get 
a wide release in this country since Eyes Wide Shut. (In both, the virile 
male lead both flees and pursues female phantasms of regret and 
betrayal.) In adapting Stanislaw Lem's 1961 science-fiction novel, 
writer-director Steven Soderbergh has taken a page, if not the length, 
from Andrei Tarkovsky's celebrated 1972 take on the same story. The 
proceedings are hushed, intimate, a slow recoil from the pain of the past 
and future. Like Tarkovsky, and Kubrick before him, Soderbergh has 
made a philosophical art movie in a sci-fi costume. 

In most of his films, George Clooney has been your masculine pal: 
the guy who helps you fix your car for the price of a few beers, then 
amiably whups you at basketball. There's none of that in his performance 
as the morose, distant Chris Kelvin, a psychiatrist recruited to fly out 
to a space station orbiting the remote planet Solaris. Strange things 
have happened to previous visitors to Solaris, a purplish wad of 
shifting matter that may or may not be sentient. Kelvin arrives at the 
station and finds two corpses and two living specimens: Snow (Jeremy 
Da vies, looking like Michael O'Donoghue channeling Crispin Glover), 
who seems to nave lost his marbles, and Gordon (the intense Viola 
Davis), who is skittish about everything and won't let Kelvin into her 
room. She, like Snow, has a regular "visitor." 

Kelvin soon gets one too: his wife Rheya (Natascha McElhone), 
who killed herself a while back. Kelvin's response to seeing his beloved 
alive again is not joy but horror: he locks her in a shuttle and shoots her 
out into space. Soon enough, she's back again, with no memory of what 
Kelvin just did to "her," but also not as needy as her previous incarnation. 
The mysterious life on Solaris — or perhaps the planet itself (have fun 
guessing) — seems to be reconstructing Rheya from Kelvin's memories, 
dreams, and yearnings. She is whatever he remembers, and nothing 
more. She may not be a human being, but she aches like one. She is 
essentially Kelvin torturing himself. He can no more not think of her 
than you can not think of a pink elephant; she keeps coming back, and 
eventually he stops resisting. 




This Solaris lacks the ponderousness — and, some will say, the 
oblique poetry — of the Tarkovsky original. Yet each has its unique 
charms, and Soderbergh was right to give us a smiling, witty Natascha 
McElhone in flashback on Earth, to contrast with the whatever-the- 
hell-she-is Natascha McElhone we see near Solaris. (McElhone, like 
Natalya Bondarchuk before her, is hindered somewhat by the film's 
only-through-male-eyes construction of her character — part of the 
story's point abouthow man wrongly bends reality to his own perception 
— but manages to triumph over it by sheer stubborn femaleness: these 
women may be boxed into male memories, but they wreak havoc 
there.) Soderbergh cuts to the bone of the story: What would we do if 
confronted with an alien consciousness that parodied our own need to 
have the universe mirror our expectations of it? 

I'll happily watch both versions of Solaris many times during the 
rest of my life; the basic story is so unbreakable that neither Tarkovsky 
(whose leisurely approach to the material did not please Stanislaw 
Lem) nor Soderbergh can dent it, though Tarkovsky tried to expand it 
till it popped, and Soderbergh tries to freeze-dry it down to a doomed 
love affair. The ingenious premise, tackled thirty years apart by two 
very different artists, still harasses our minds with more questions than 
it's prepared to answer; it locks us in a shuttle and shoots us into inner 
space, alone with our hopes and fears. Soderbergh's Solaris is gorgeously 
designed (he does quadruple duty this time, handling the editing and 
photography too — how auieur can you get?), the most mystifyingly 
beautiful film multiplex patrons will stumble across this year. 
Soderbergh hasn't had the gall to remake Tarkovsky — he's made his 
own version of the book, and what took so long for someone else to do 
it? Personally, I'd pay to see Scorsese's Solaris, Coppola's Solaris, David 
Lynch's Solaris; every few years a different director should take a shot 
at it, so we can see the story through their eyes, what they choose to 
accentuate or discard, perfectly in keeping with the story' s own concerns. 
I draw the line, however, at Michael Bay's Solaris; though, who knows, 
with this director-proof material even he might shine.
